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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: examiner stands on the grounds that Halter 
teaches the limitations of the clalims. Reading the claim broadly, Halter teaches a method of projecting al a position corresponding tto a 
"dimensional tolerance limit (col 2:lines 18-31), detecting the light beam at the position, and monitors for a change in the detected light 
beam at the position. The phrase "indicative that a dimension of the photolithography element has reached the dimensional tolerance 
limit" Is not deemed to be a "positive limiatation." It merely states that a dimension of the pellicle has changed. The claim lacks to 
clearly define that a dimension is being measured. Refer to claim 1, wherein it is clear that the thickness of the pellicle is being 
measured . 
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
